(ne artist is showing today in the 
yallery of Frank W. Bayley, at 103 New- 
bury street, some of the most fascinat- 
ity examples of the ancient Egyptian 
inscriptions, bas reliefs and sculptures fll 
done in paint on stretched canvas. 

Realism is here wedded to a deep feel- 
‘ing and enthusiasm that raises the works 
accomplished high into the realm of all 
that is true, and finest in-art. 

Joseph Linden Smith is the artist who 
thus brings to the eyes of the people of 
today these authentic glimpses of 
painted, carved and sculptured art of 
3000 years ago, and who does the work 
so convineingly and with such rare cliarm 
that we are glad to think with wonder 
that any one can become 80 thoroughly 
imbued with tombstones, cracked walls, 
hieroglvphs and wooden images, long 
ago forgotten, as to instill such a genuine 
sense of beauty into the paintings here 
seen. ‘To one who an archaeolo- 
yist--and the present writer is not—it 
does not matter whether an image with 
wooden whiskers is that of Rameses or |

NEW YORK-—There is 5 igen authority 
‘for the statement that no other postoffice 
in America handles anywhere near the 
amount of mail that passes through the 
New York general ‘postoffice, And yet 


figures quoted for the New York office 


do not cover the amount of mail handled 
in the entire city for there are sepatate 
offices for those boroughs which were 
formerly independent\municipalities but 
are now merged in the greater city, such 
as Brooklyn and Long Island City. The 


New York office extends its authority 
only over the boroughs of Manhattan and 
Bronx. 

According to Postmaster Edward M. 
Morgan the volume of mail handled in 
New York is almost equal to the aggre- 
gate of that handled in the following: 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Missis- 
sippi, Nevada, New Mexico, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Utah, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. This was: ascertained from an 
official weighing of the mails made about 
two years ago. The New. York force has 
over 7500 employees who handle more 
than a billion pleces of mail a year.

in the end a gain. It is no poetic or sentimental view to take of the 
matter when it is said that some of the greatest successes of the period 
have been snatched from the grasp of failure. In every field of 
labor, and in every department of endeavor, workers in the van have 
risen above circumstances and environment and have established in 
human sense more securely than ever the truth that no material con- 
dition can arrest man’s progress or shape man’s destiny. 

In industry, in commerce, in learning, in the arts, in politics, in 
the comity of nations, in all the things that go to make up the sum 
of mundane experience, progress has been steady and marked, and 
évery step forward is simply an assurance of further advancement. 

There is evidence in plenty of the better trend of things: The 
all-pervading unrest is simply a symptom of a growing discontent 
with whatever may be wrong and a growing determination to set it 
right; and one of the most remarkable and cheering of the many 
changes that are occurring almost imperceptibly about us 1s the altered 
form of expression that this unrest is assuming. Slowly but surely 
force is giving way to reason. We are at the beginning of an age 
of peaceable revolution. Nations no less than individuals are yield- 
ing to moral and intellectual influences. 

A comprehensive idea _of the vastness of our business may 
be had when it is realized that during the year 1909 the bonds 
listed on the New York stock exchange reached the enormous total of 
$1,139,463,300, exceeding by $159,436,650 the largest total recorded 
during the past ten years. The floating of such large bond issues 
means that many extensive improvements have been undertaken this 
year in the industrial and railroad world. It is also indisputable evi- 
dence of the confidence entertained by men of affairs and the public 
generally in the integrity of our institutions. 

It is estimated that during January there will be distributed in 
semi-annual interest payments and dividends about $200,000,000 by 
railroad and industrial corporations, tne national government and 
Greater New York, an increase of.more than $20,000,000 over the 
amount so distributed a vear ago. The estimated amount in 
dividends and interest to be distributed in Greater Boston for the 
six months’ period is $41,000,000, the largest amount in history and 
an increase of more than $14,000,000 over the total distributions of 
January last year. This great increase is due to the resumption of 
dividend payments and the larger interest distributions that have 
been made during the past twelve months. That these distributions 
will continue to grow no one will doubt when he stops to consider the 
rapid accumulation of wealth due to the abundant harvests and the 
untold natural resources yet to be developed. —~ 

According to a statement just issued by the department of 
commerce and labor “the foreign commerce of the United States for 
the year just ended will exceed that of any year in history with the 
single exception of the year 1907. The imports are larger than those 
of any previous year, while the total exports will be slightly smaller 
than those of 1906 and 1907. The exports recently have been 
growing larger, however, and the new year probably will see the 
largest volume ever recorded. . 

Yet another evidence of the vast extent of the country’s business 
is to be seen in the total bank clearances. They are almost the largest 
ever known and are gradually expanding. There is no evidence of a 
boom in any direction. Business is undergoing a healthy growth. 
It has been pointed out that the cost of living is higher and is 
steadily advancing, but this is to be expected with the constantly- 
increasing gold supply, the growth of population and the consequent 
increase of consumption of our products. And it is to be expected 
that this also will adjust itself in due time. 


CANADIAN trade agents are telling their people they are not 
getting their share of the growing trade of the West Indies through 
their failure to send out good commercial travelers to drum up 
business. There is no denying the fact that a good “drummer” who 
knows how to “toot his horn” is a powerful factor in the commercial 


world. It is-he who gets at the very root of the business.

THE announcement that with the opening of the new year Chile 
has adopted a new system of'standard time corresponding with that 
of the eastern time division of the United States serves to call atten- 
tion to the generally overlooked fact that most all of the western 
coast of South America is further east than most of the eastern coast 
of the United States, while the most eastern point of South America 
reaches about the same longitude as the Azores which we are in the 
habit of thinking are well over toward Europe.’ As a matter of fact, 
the two grand divisions of land constituting the western continent 
are not respectively north and south of each other but northwest and 
southeast instead.

we say, that the nation should be interested from center to circumfer- 
ence in the latest baseball expansion of the Taft family. 

The head of the family, it will be remembered, was hurried from 
Boston to Chicago one day last September that he might be able to 
attend a game of ball in which the family team was one of the con- 
testants. Our readers will remember how the train was-speeded over 
mountain and prairie, how the program of the trip was adjusted, how 
the stay in Chicago was arranged, how the distinguished visitor was 
hustled from reception to reception, with the one ‘point constantly in 
view of getting him into the grandstand in time to see.the beginning 
of the first inning. 

That was in 1909. And in that year the Tafts owned only one 
league ball team. This year, already, they own a ball ground as well 
as a team, and the ground is in one city while the team is in another. 
Will they alternate in this way before the year is out all around the 
league circle? Will the Tafts own a team in this ¢ity, say, and a 
ground in that, or will they continue to increase their baseball hold- 
ings ‘until they own teams and grounds in each of the National league 
cities, so that the head of the family whenever he goes out upon an 
itinerary can attend a family league game wherever he happens to be? 

These are things that all lovers of the national game are anxious 
{to know. For they are a little uncertain as to one point. If the Taft 
family should come into possession of all the baseball teams and all 
the baseball grounds, would President Taft, being the head of the 
family as well as the head of the country, insist upon placing league 
baseball under federal control and inspection, or would he be willing 
to grant it a simple federal license or charter and permit it to manage 
its own affairs?

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ARGENTINA is steadily opening up her im- 
mense southern area, known as Patagonia. 
It has hitherto scarcely figured in the won- 
derful growth of the great Latin republic. 
In speaking of Argentina one is apt to refer 
exclusively to the central and northern sec- 
tions, the vast basin of_the River Plate, the 
Parana, Uruguay, Salado and Pilcomayo 
rivers, without considering the possibilities 
of the south. The very name of that region 
indicates something out of the ordinary. It comes from the Spanish 
“‘patagon,” a large foot; for the first adventurers who penctrated there 
in search of gold found what they reported as giants’ footprints. In 
this area, which comprises the four territories Neuquen, Rio Negro, 
Chubut and Santa Cruz—that is, the entire southern part of South 
America south of the Colorado and east of the Andes—a great 
number of settlements are now springing up and railroad and steam- 
ship communication is being steadily extended. Trade with the 
north is quite important now. Not long ago a large new sixteen 
knot steamer was put on the Buenos Aires-Punta Arenas line, by 
way of Patagonian ports, while overland communication with Chile 
is planned by the construction of a second transandine railroad 
some four or five hundred miles south of the Buenos Aires-Val- 
paraiso line. 

Settlers are attracted to Patagonia not only from central and 
northern Argéntina, but from Europe as well, and German enter- 
prise has been conspicuous for some time in many parts of the four 
territories. The country is in the main a grazing region and doubt- 
less has a great future in sheep farming; but industrial enterprise is 
also growing, through important mineral discoveries of recent date. 
The growth of towns in Chubut territory in central Patagonia is 
reflected in the report that the towns of Puerto Madryn, Gaiman, 
Rawson and Trelow have recently been interconnected by telephone 
lines of the telephone company of Chubut. Incidentally the names 
of the towns indicate the cosmopolitan character of the region. 

The great exposition arranged for this coming year in Buenos 
Aires in commemoration of the centenary of the Spanish American 
war of independence may be expected to throw a brilliant light on 
the resources and the growth of Patagonia. It ought to be especially 
interesting to Americans. For the great southern republic has rapidly 
grown to be a determined and a successful competitor of this country 
in the markets of the old world. 
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From the current number of one of our 
leading weeklies we learn that the South is 
making ready for an influx of settlers in the 
next few years which wil make it a strong 
competitor with the West. Not only, we are 
| } told, are the arable iands in that ‘section able 
| || to produce crops equal to if not better than 
| | the best that some of the western states can 
show, but this same land can be had, accord- 
ing to this report, for practically one tenth 
of the price of good land in those western states that make up the 
corn belt. The opportunities offered by those states below the Mason 
and Dixon line are so alluring that doubtless immigration will 
increasingly find’its way into that section in preference to some of 
the states farther inland. 

The railroads of the South have had much to do with the devel- 
opment of this country, and in some sections where express service 
has been furnished to bring perishable products to the great markets 
found in northern cities, the price of land has increased rapidly in 
consequence. The water power in the Carolinas is said to turn more 
wheels than the developed water power anywhere else in the United 
States extept Niagara Falls. With the additional capital and labor 
now. moving southward, the development of timber and mineral 
resources is calculated to bring widespread prosperity to the entire 
section. , 

All this is of great importance to the country at large, for the 
prosperity of any one section means in a measure the prosperity of 
all. Doubtless the next few years will show that the possibilities of 
this section have not been overestimated. A point not to be lost sight 
of is that the awakening of the South will count toward the solution 
of the problem of providing greater agricultural area for our growing 
country.

THE question of tipping has perhaps done 
more to interfere with the complete success 
of many undertakings than is_ generally 
realized. It is not, however, until one has 
experienced the changed conditions brought 
about in, let us say, a hotel where tips are 
neither allowed nor expected, that one is able 
to appreciate the remarkable sense of freedom 
and satisfaction that exists in those circm- 
stances. At no great distance from St. 
Clement Danes in London a hotel has recently been opened where no 
tips are allowed, nor indeed are they expected, and it is most remark- 
able and equally significant that all connected with the establishment 
give an impression of brightness, satisfaction and contentment. 

The feature that perhaps impresses one most is the genuine 
interest the attendants evidently take in their work. They are excep- 
tionally active, alert and thorough, and appear to be actuated by the 
genuine desire to do their work well, instead of, as 1s so frequently the 
case, expending their energy in striving to reap as big a harvest as 
possible from the tips to be doled out by their customers. 

The question of tipping is one of considerable importance. It 
i$ not right that a certain class should be tipped, and that another 
class should not, that the man who does certain work tor which he is 
already paid should be tipped, while a man doing work of another 
nature should receive nothing. It ts impobsible to disguise the fact 
that tips amount to either a form of bribery or to-an admission that 
the man is underpaid. The custom of tipping most assuredly tends 
to encourage dishonesty, injustice and avarice, and it will be a great 
day when the custom ts entirely abolished, even, if necessary, by 
official action ky er\ laborer Is worthy of his hire, an an eniph wer 
should pay his emplovees a proper salarv. This ts the merest justice. 
aml without it true success is hardly possible. The tendency all 
through the ages has been to lay up “treasures upon earth,” and it is 
only by opposing this desire, pandered to by the one and encouraged 
by the other, that we shall cease to be guilty of putting a “stumbling 
block or an occasion to fall” in our brother's way, 
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
